WASHINGTON (#) — The 
house appropriations committee, 
noting an upward trend in job- 
less figures, today approved $135,- 
000,000 for the bureau of employ- 
ment security for the year start- 
ing July 1. 

And if that turns out be too 
little, the committee said, it will 
raise the limit to $157,500,000, 

But the group said that, despite 
the rise in the number of jobless, 
employment prospects “appear 
relatively good”. 

The fund is used for grants to 
states for handling unemployment 
compensation programs, The 
agency got $130,000,000 for the 
current year.

Sales tax collections in Ontario 
‘showed an increase in the month 
bes February as compared with 
| the same period last year, reports 
to the city council showed. 

The amount of $5,111.73 was col-

| pared with $4,127.61 in 1948. How- 
ever, sellers’ permits decreased 
{from $23 in 1948 to $14 this year 
‘for the month of February. 
| Increase of businesses was 
'ghown in license fees collected in 
February last year, amounting to 
$974.46, as compared with $1,- 
356.21 in February of this year. 

An analysis of figures for the 
entire fiscal period from July 1 to 
March 1 for the year previous 
and the current year, showed.a 
similar trend. 

Sales tax collections for that 
- period in 1947 totalled $73,897.17, 
while collections for the same per- 
_iod in 1948 amounted to $74,- 
920.75. Similarly, business licenses
